Neckties . 


A writer in the “Hochi Shimbun” takes ex- 
ception to neckties, on patriotic grounds. He 
is not the first person to have objected to neck- 
tos, but his reasons are unusual. He apparently 
believes -that the abolition of neckties by the 
Japanese Government would do muen to stimu- 
Yale the nation’s war effort, since without neck= 
ties, foreign clothes would’ find their way into 
discard ay they gradually wear out. And he 
believes that, without foreign clothes, Japan's 
war potentiality would be increased. He may be 
right, in spite of the fact that the Japanese 
‘army and navy are clad in foreign-siyle uni 
forms. The whole question of neckties comes up 
periodically. In the summer in Shanghai it Js 
widely canvassed among members of those clubs 
Which insist upon the wearing of these articles 
of atlire, under the impression that a state of 
Semi-strangulation must be respectable since 
hangmen think otherwise. To this opinion there 
‘exists a large opposition. The opposition contend 
that open necks in the hot weather would £0 
well With the open throats seemingly possessed 
by a large proportion of the eity's population. 
But they have not yet gone as far as to assert 
that resistance to blitekriegs would be furthered 

‘any stich move. Perhaps next summer they 
fake a leat ott of the book of the “Hochi 
Shimbun" thinker and produce his argument. 
‘The ease in favour of neckties originates very 
far back in human history. From the days of 
woad and war paint, the man in search of 
trouble has always been in favour of a splash of 
colour here and there. And since the evolution 
of the drab, modern suit, the need for a little 
variation has grown to such an extent that 
eck-wear has assumed greater and greater 
Importance. This importance has, of course, been 
diminished in those countries where the love 
‘of something fresh has introduced coloured 
shirtings. What with — Dlackshirts and 
brown shirts and green shirts and even golden 
shirts, sueh as are fancied in totalitarian and 
Semi-iotalitarian states, neckties have already 
declined to a condition of “innocuous dissue- 
tude" in those regions. That the totalltarians 
have been successful on the European continent 
hhy had nothing to do with their neckties, And 
this fact suggests a new line of thought. Hitler, 
who always. wears a necktie, has conquered 
most of Europe; Mussolini, who seldom wears 
ne, has conquered only British Somaliland 
Which was virtually undefended. If these feats 
prove anything at all, they appear to favour the 
Wearing of neckties and to refute the arguments 
of the Japanese writer quoted,

Japan’s Reaction 


The reaction of the Japanese people to the 
new crisis whieh has developed in the Far East 
since the signing of the tri-partite paet between 
Tokyo, Berlin. and Rome, should go a long way 
towards quictening alarm caused in local cir= 
cles by the advice given by the American Gov- 
ernment for the evacuation of those who are 
not immediately necessary to the carrying on 
of trade, The Japanese people, according to a 
special despatch today from the “North-China 
Daily News" correspondent in Japan, seem to 
have been genuinely surprised by the reaction 
to the statements of their high officials. Some 
of these statements appear, it 1s (rue, fo have 
been distorted beyond ali measure, ‘and Mr. 
Matsuoka, the Japanese Foreign Minister, in 
particular seems to have been made the victim 
Of “yellow” journalism, Nevertheless, the sate- 
ments of the Prime Minister, and those sub- 
sequently acknowledged by Mr. Matsuoka, were 
suMlcfent in themselves to justify. a certain 
amount of precautionary action on the part of 
other countries which deemed themselves 
threatened. Public opinion in Japan, unlike that 
‘of the other two signatories fo the tri- 
partite alliance, is not quite dead. Tt stil nds 
means of expression, at can be noted in the 
riticism of the Prime Minister's attitude to-

It should not be forgotten that, 
ultimately, it will be the people of Japan, not 
a clique of extremists, who will be involved In 
war, if war breaks out. And it would appear,

of people who trickled back to thelr “homes, 
when it was found that the Germans were de: 
laying their air action against Great Britain, Tt 
iy tobe hoped that the new seheme will’ be 
Fendered more effective by: the importation of 
some degree of compulsion, and that especially 
children ‘will be obliged to’ go into the country 
where they will be considerably safer than they 
are a¥ present in London, untess, of course, as may 
be quite likely, the Germans care to hunt these 
small refugees’ out in thelr temporary. country 
hhomes. The indiscriminate. bombing of London 
has been responsible for a considerable number 
of casualties, though fortunately enough not s0 
‘ureat os it way originally feared. That in itself 
Pays ample tribute to the preparations. made 
Against alr-ralds, though there are reports that 
even more shelters will be necessary before the 
winter comes. Happily thelr construction pr 
sents no insuperable problem, and though Lon 
doners may be driven underground and forced 
10 live like troglodytes they will continue to

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THE RUMANIAN GRAB 
ct. 9. 


Although the Rumaniar, Government has] 
arrested Britons accused of plotting to sabot~ 
fage the oilfields of Rumania, Germany, for 
the alleged better protection of that area so 
valuable to them, has moved in troops and 
the gradual conquest of the country has 
commenced. So, whether by foree, or fraud, 
the German armies are entering Rumania, 
and though it is possible that King Michael 
‘will be allowed {0 remain upon his throne, 
he will be but a shadow monarch docilely 
carrying out the instructions of those who 
fave grabbing his country." With the oceupa- 
tion of Rumania, Germany will have acquired 
complete control of the lower reaches of the| 
Danube, and, as she has already secured it 
over the upper reaches, it follows that very 
shortly Hitler will have command of the 
whole river and the greater portion of the 
Danubian basin in which but a short while 
‘ago Italy claimed the dominating position. 
What is being done is with the acquiescence 
of Italy, who, while she sees her former in- 
terests in the Balkans being slowly whittled 
away, can in reality do nothing about it: 
indeed, apart from the fact that Mussolini 
is completely at Hitler's beck and call, the 
venturing of Russia into the Balkans neces- 
sitates agreement in what is now being done, 

‘The story that the movement of German 
tyoops into Rumania Is for the purpose of 
protecting the oilfields is the merest eyewash. 
Naturally, Germany desires to obtain all the 
oil she can to bolster up her dwindling sup- 
plies, but it is obvious that a larger scheme 
is in view including an adventure into the 
Middle East in an endeavour to seize those 
larger ofl resources which are to be found 
there, It will prove a big undertaking and 
‘one which should present the enemy with 
an enormous number of difficulties to sur- 
mount, for failure to fore a decision in 
Europe itself has Jed Hitler, as it led Napo- 
Jeon, to venture elsewhere, and the wor 
seems to be developing on the classic lines 
laid down by Buonaparte’s own experience. 
Occupation of Rumania places Germany in a 
position to bring pressure to bear upon Bul- 
‘garia, and it will be interesting to wateh what 
will be Russian reactions to the new situa- 
tion which is being created. Should Ger 
many sticceed in bending the Bulgarian| 
Government to its will Russia will have 
received a major rebuff in the Balkans, 
where her influence will then only run in| 
Bessarabia and Bukovina which are now 
Russian possessions. 

When what is happening is described as 
the German occupation of Rumania it will 
bbe seen that that description is fully justi- 
fied. The Rumanian army is to be taught 
the German system of warfare, quite obvious- 
ly in the expectation of incorporating those 
forces in the Axis military strength, and pos- 
sibly for utilization against the British in 
Asia Minor and possibly Egypt. Important 
fas that may be, it is even more so that Ger= 
many has now secured on outlet to the Black 
Sea, something which Russia has always 
feared, and which now is becoming an omin- 
ous fact, ‘That is not likely to inercase Rus- 
sian complacence. It is true that the Soviet 
has watched German actions entirely outside 
the pact of August, 1939, without “making 
any overt protest, but now’ that Russian pre~ 
dominance in the Black Sea is being seriously 
threatened, it is more than likely that a 
very serious strain will be placed upon Ger- 
man-Russian relations. 

‘The accord which enabled Hitler lightly 
to plunge Europe into war was valuable to 
Tussia so long as it enabled her to follow 
her own policy of territorial aggrandizement, 
But there is little further scope for that in 
Europe now, and the blow to her interests in 
the Balkans may prove to be such as will 
weaken Russian adherence to the agreement 
which at no time has been anything but a 
‘manifestly uneasy arrangement. The Triple 
Alliance, aligning Japan with the Axis has 
had the effect of completely surrounding 
Russia and its position is worse now than at 
any time since the Soviet came into power. 
Active Russian resistance to further German 
‘advance in south-east Europe, would, under 
the terms of that arrangement oblige Japan 
to go to the assistance of the Axis Powers, 
and the only valid conclusion to be drawn 
































from all that has recently happened is that 
if the Russo-German agreement of August, 
1939, has not already been betrayed, Hitler 
is puting himself in a position which will 
enable him to do so when it suits him, with 
the least possible risk to himself. The’ spirit 
which animated the Anti-Komintern Pact is 
still in existence, and will be invoked direet- 
ly Hitler considers it advisable. 











LOOKING AHEAD 


Oct, 9. 

The statement by Reuter's military cor~ 
respondent to the effect that it is believed 
that Britain’s high command is now thinking 
of the war in terms of an invasion of Ger- 
many, recalls a hint dropped by a Govern- 
‘ment ‘spokesman some time ago that such a 
thing was not an improbability. The day 
may be far ahead when that may be possible, 
but recent experience shows that, while a 
great deal of damage may be donc by 2 
naval blockade and continual air-raids on 
enemy territory, the ultimate decision rests’ 
with the man with the bayonet. It is obvious 
that, when the time is ripe, there must be a 
counterstroke on the part of Great Britain 
and her allies, for without a success in this 
direction the war might very well end in a 
stalemate, which is the last thing to be de- 
sired. At the moment the war has entered 
the phase of a struggle for command in the 
air. Initial German. numerical superiority 
has failed to give it to the enemy, because 
of the fact that superior machines and great 
Jy superior men have redressed the balance, 
‘until it may with justice be said that there is, 
fomething approaching parity between the 
iwo forces. 

‘The situation in this respect is decidedly 
to the advantage of the British. Aided by 
the manufacture of aeroplanes well outside 
the effective radius of enemy bombers, in 
Canada, Australia and the United States 
machines are being turned out, together with 
those built in Britain, in quantities which not 
only repair the wastage of fighting but are 
rapidly overhauling the enemy's numbers| 
‘with every prospect that in the not very 
distant future Britain will be in a position 
to fight for the command of the air over 
Europe and, what is more, secure it. It is 
not until-then that any very great change is. 
to be expected in the manner of conducting. 
the struggle. But when the time does come 
it will be clearly the duty of the British and 
their allies to seck to force decision on land, 
and most probably in Europe itself. It is by. 
no. means an impossibility. Supremacy in 
the air, even if it were only local, permitted 
the evacuation of Dunkirk. ‘That operation 
could not possibly have succeeded if it had 
not been possible to fight off the German 
aireraft bent on defeating it. 

So will it become necessary in the event 
of Britain seeking to land great forces in 
Europe. Such an invasion is practicable only 
if the offensive forces possess naval and air’ 
‘Supremacy sufficient to make sure of a deep 
bridgehead and to guarantee the continuity 
of transport by sea and air. Britain already 
has command of the seas. “Germany is now 
inno position to challenge it, and it 
fs not believed that the Italian fleet will be 
in any better case, after the British squadrons | 
in the Mediterranean succeed in overcoming 
its coyness, and bringing it to action. Al~ 
ready the freedom of movement established 
bby the Navy has caused the enemy very con 
siderable concern, but when to that is added 
British command of the air the time will have 
ecome ripe for some effective counter- 
stroke. That should not be a long time in 
achieving, but while it is being obtained, the 
British, having learned a lot from the Ger- 
‘man use of the mechanized arm in the Low 
Countries and France, are speedily improv- 
ing their position in this respect, and ac 
cumulating a powerful striking foree. 

‘These facts must be the answer to those 
who raise the question why Great Britain 
has not already embarked upon some heavy 
counter-stroke, and why war has not been 
carried more ‘strongly to Italy. The heavy 
losses of material in France had to be re 
paired, the millions of men now under arms 
in Britain and those others in training, have 
to be equipped just as thoroughly as was 
the original expeditionary force. That all 
requires time, and it seems in the circum- 
stances the height of wisdom to embark upon 
no adventures requiring the dissipation of 
strength, but to concentrate upon prepara- 
tion against the time when it will be possible 
to commence that action which should have 
a decisive effect upon the desires of the 
enemy to continue the conflict. ‘To that end 
‘every energy is being devoted. Britain may. 
be confidently expected not to strike until 
she is completely ready, and though the 
enemy is doing his best {6 delay the process, 
there is every indication available that he 
is not proving at all seriously successful. 























THE LATEST CRISIS 
Oct. 10. 
‘The decision of the British Government to 
‘open the Burma Road after October 17, which 
Mr. Winston Churchill announced ‘in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday, wits expected. 
Originally closed at the request of the 
Japanese, for a period of three months, 














‘during which time it, was hoped by the 
British Government that the Japanese and 


Chinese governments would seck means of 
bringing bout a setllement of their dispute. 
the Burma Road will once again be a channel 
through which it will be possible for the 
outside world to communicate with the 
Chungking Government, and enable the 
Tatter to sceure much needed supplies. The 
decision of the British Government, there- 
fore, restores the status quo so far as her 
neutrality with regard to the Sino-Japanese 
struggle is concerned. The original closure 
‘was in fact a departure from that neutrality 
and as such was severely eriticized by those 
who wished regardless of cost to force the 
issue with Japan. But the situation three 
month, ago wis vastly different from what 
it is now. Then the collapse of France had 
seriously embarrassed the British. ‘They have 
since demonstrated their ability to hold the 
Germans, and the reopening of the Burma 
Road, and all that “it might entail is a clear 
proof of the improvement of Britain's posi 
tion in Europe. Without exaygeration it may 
safely be said that Japan has foreed the 
British Cabinet to take the decision it has, 
It was hopelessly illogical. to expect that 
Britain. would continue to modify her 
neutrality vis-A-vis of the China Incident in 
favour of a country which but a very short 
‘while ago definitely aligned itself with Great 
Britain’s enemies by entering the triple 
alliance with Germany .and Italy. Nothing. 
could have been more Tudierous than the 
idea of Britain assisting Japan in her 
with China in view of the fact that Japan 
had committed herself by siding with nations 
bent on the destruction of the British Empire, 
and it is to be regretted that this point of 
view has not been more clearly brought home 
fo the hot-heads in Japan, who fancy that 
immediate temporary advantages to be 
secured while Britain is occupied elsewhere 
can be transformed into ultimate permanent 
benefit. 

‘Mr. Churehill has definitely made it known 
that there is a limit to the lengths the British 
Government will go to maintain friendly re~ 
Yations with Japan. It is an unfortunate 
fact that the extremists in Tokyo have 
regarded Great Britain's patience as a sign 
Of weakness. Even though that possibility. 
was realized, there was much support for 
the British policy of appeasement because of 
the very general reluctance to see the’ 
European war extended to the Far East, and 
‘because of the conviction that a strong Japan 
should be able to exert a stabilizing influence 
in this part of the world. The military ex~ 
tremists of Japan, definitely under German 
influence, are apparently bent on abandoning 
that important role, and if the crisis, which 
is expected to arise over the reopening of 
the Burma Road, develops unhappily the 
responsibility will' rest with those misguided 
men who at present are in control of Japan's 
destiny, for they, and they alone will have 
become the disturbing factor in the Pacific 
‘There is not the slightest doubt that there 
is a Targe section of public opinion in Japan 
not only in favour of effecting some settle- 
ment with Chungking, and getting out of 
What has been a most expensive and unpro- 
ductive struggle, but which is strongly averse 
from allowing Japan to encounter further 
difficulties of her own creation. Their voice 
js drowned by the clamour of the chauvinists 
Who are at present in power, and until a new 
government is formed in ‘Japan of more 
moderate tendencies,—the prospect of which 
fat the present does not appear to be at all 
bright—the danger of the present. situation 
deteriorating is something which will have 
fo be faced, Should it prove impossible to 
reconelle the interests of Great Britain, and 
other nations with important holdings in the 
Far East, with those of Japan a tragic situa- 
tion will inevitably arise in which war will 
be brought very near. Reconciliation can 
only be achieved by the display on the part 
of the Japanese Government of that sincerity 
‘and goodwill for which they have been con- 
Sistently asking during the past three years, 
and which they have received to a greater 
‘extent than they have given themselves. 

IL is not yet too late to bring about 2 general 
betterment in the relations of Japan with 
Great Britain and America. | Were an 
attempt made by Tokyo towards that end 
there cannot be the slightest doubt that both 
Whitehall and Washington would respond 
cordially. But it should be apparent even to 
the extremists in Japan that there are limits 
beyond which neither of those governments 
an recede. The firmness of their attitude 
is sufficient indication that those limits are 
just about reached and it will indeed be a 
shortsighted policy which secks to place any 
further strain upon them. The position of 
Both Great Britain and the United States is 
‘quite clear. Neither of them is prepared to 
Sacrifice essential interests in this part of the 
World merely because a certain section in 
Japan thinks that they should. Those in- 
crests will be defended if they are threatened, 
for that is the only thing any self-respecting 
nation could do in the circumstances, end | 
that defence will have about it all the stern- 
ness and determination which is being dis- 
played in Britain at this very moment. The | 
{iuestion which those irresponsibles at pre- 
Sent controlling Japanese policy will have to 
Answer in the very near future is whether 
they will continue on their present misguided 
course, or whether they will adopt a much 
more moderate line. ‘There has never at any 
time been any refusal to recognize the fact 


















































that Japan has a special réle in the Far East, 








however, be amy a wee of the Japanese 
claim to an exclusive control of this part of 
the world. Any endeavour to enforce such 
a cloim must inevitably lead to. resistance 
‘with all Ghat that will entail. ‘That resistance 
Japan would have to encounter single-handed, 
Yor, so Jong as the British Navy commands 
the seas, neither Germany, nor Italy can give 
her the slightest assistance. ‘The weakness 
‘of Japan's economic condition should in itself 
be sufficient to act as a deterrent to those at 
present controlling Japan's policy, for the 
three years’ strugile in China has made con~ 

jerable inroads into Japanese resources and 
reduced her commerce and industry to a very 
great extent. Thus there is every reason 
‘why the Japanese Government should do its 
utmost (o prevent the situation getting worse. 
Differently constituted it is believed that it 
‘would, for it is just as fully realized by some 
sections of Japanese thought, as it is by out 
siders that should Tokyo permit the present 
State of affairs to deteriorate into warfare 
those responsible will be leading their nation 
to commit seppuki. 









































DOUBLE TENTH 
Oct. 10. 


Today, the tenth day of the tenth month 
and the anniversary of the foundation of the 
Chinese republic, there will be celebrations 
of greater or less spontaneity in both 
‘occupied and unoccupied China. The day 
finds China in the fourth year of hostilities 
against Japan, with large areas of its territory 
either occupied by Japanese troops, or under 
the control of governments supported by the 
Japanese. The Chinese armies, after having 
Suffered defeat after defeat, have been driven 
to the hinterland wherever they have en- 
countered the Japanese in force, And the 
industries of the unoccupied areas have 
Jargely been cut off from the world The 
change which has been wrought is so far- 
reaching in every sphere of national life, in 
education, agricultural production, com 
munications, trade, and industry, that its 
effects defy estimation, There have been 
mass migrations of peoples such as have 
had no parallels since the days of Kublai and 
Genghis Khan. Yet this fact remains vital 
and indisputable—a living and actively self= 
defensive China still exists, welded by slaugh- 
ter and suffering into a’ unity never pre- 
viously experienced. The creation of a 
party in favour of immediate peace and co- 
operation with neighbouring countries in 
building up a new order does not funda~ 
mentally affect this unity, which is based on 
the doctrines of the founder of the republic 
being commemorated today both in Chung- 
king and Nanking. Politically and militarily, 
the situation in China seems today to be at 
fa deadlock; economically, it may be said to 
bbe serious for both sides. ‘The Japanese have 
succeeded in imposing a formidable blockade, 
‘and are kept constantly busy stopping the 
many leaks in it, which must. of necessity 
result from the length of the frontiers they 
fare endeavouring to close. In return, the 
Chinese have loosely enforced a counter 
Blockade which has so far received little 
publicity but which is, seriously hampering 
efforts at exploitation. This counter-blockade 
‘aims primarily at preventing materials which 
may be used in warfare from reaching the 
Japanese from the unoccupied areas; and 
‘Secondly, at preventing the export to Japan 
of any raw materials which may be used by 
Japanese industry for exports to foreign 
countries and the acquisition of foreign 
exchange. ‘The first measure soems to have 
met with only doubtful success, since the 
necessity to keep alive by selling his products 
generally outweighs other considerations. in 
the mind of the Chinese peasant. Many 
banned raw materials thus find their way 
into the markets of the occupied arene in 
spite of Chungking’s flats. To check this 
tendeney the Chinese Government has creat 
‘ed monopolies which are supposed to buy 
up raw materials at fair prices from the 
peasants, How far this system is working 
fs not known, but i is significant that the 
Chinese Government was able to offer large 
quantities of {tungsten in security for the 
Fecont American loan. It is also interesting 
fo note from figures quoted by Dr. 
Wong Wen-hao, the Minister of Economie 
Affairs, that China's exports to. Japan 
windled from $116,000.00 in 1938 
to $66,000,000 in 1939. Effective use 
has also been made of the boycott weapon. 
Dut probably Jess successfully in China itself. 
where the occupation of the principal ports 
‘and testrictions on transportation have in 
many eases limited Imports to Japanese

Probably, because it was 
beforehand in Japan that Great Britain would 
decide to reopen the Burma Road the reaction

‘To have done so would have been to ignore 
simple weoxraphical facts. There cannot, 
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the Japanese occupetion of the Indo-China 
provinee of Tonuking it will be possible to 
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dominate the road from the air, while it is 
apparently the intention of the Japanese 
‘command to invade Yunnan, and so cut off 
Chungking from the outside world so. far’ 
as that thoroughfare is concerned. But the 
significance of the British decision is not to 
be estimated in the light of the supposed 
diminished value of the Burma Road to 
Chungking. Tt is to be assessed in view of all 
that has happened during the past. three 
years. During that period Great Britain, 
Gespite the manner in which Japan was i 
during her interests in this part of the world, 
did everything possible to avoid a worsening 
of her relations -with the Japanese Govern 
ment. Tt was a poliey which was very’ 
widely criticized at various times, though of] 
its wisdom there cannot now be the slightest 
doubt.

the slightest suecess has attended 
endeavours to improve a situation which 
underwent serious deterioration from the 
very commencement of the China Incident, 
and though the Japanese made promises 
galore they were not fulfilled, In fact Great 
Britain has been doing all the giving, and 
obtaining nothing in return, Settlements of 
disputes at Tientsin and’ Kulangsu, the 
voluntary closing of the Hongkong route as a 
means of supplying Chungking, and even 
compliance with the Japanese request for’ 
the closing of the Burma Road has completely 
failed to secure any quid pro quo. Tt was 
apparent all along that the poticy of appease~ 
ment could not be continued indefinitely, and, 
when it became known that Japan’ had 
thrown her lot in with Italy and Germany, 
it was clear that the time for the abandon- 
ment of that policy had arrived. It is not 
to he inferred that the Burma Road would 
not have been reopened if Japan had not 
taken the step she did, but it is to be assumed 
‘as quite certain that no other decision could 
possibly have been made once she had, 

‘The responsibility for what may now 
happen must rest fairly and squarely on the 
shoulders of those at present dominating the 
Japanese Government. Britain has com- 
mitted no act by reopening the Burma Road 
which she was not entitled to do as a neutral 
in the Sino-Japanese struggle, and the atti- 
tude she has adopted is in every way cor~ 
reel, ‘That is emphasized by the disapproval 
expressed by the United States over the 
closing of the rond, for that nation was 
Interested in the keeping open of a trade 
artery of which she, also as a neutral, was 
ntitied to avail herself. Japan has, there- 
fore, nothing of which she can legitimately 
complain, and should the extreme elements 
in Japan prevail upon their Government to 
indulge in reprisals of one form or another 
the guilt will be wholly theirs. But there is 
not only the question of where the guilt will 
Ue, but of the wisdom of the policy which 
Japan has shown herself to be following. 
‘She has entered into an alliance trom which 
she can expect no benefit, and is in fact 
eommitted {0 pulling the 'Axis's chestnuts 
out of the Are in the hope that a victory 
for them would ensure some recompense. 

‘The manner in which Hitler has honoured 
his commitments up to the present should 
surely have been sufficient to put Japan on 
her guard against surrendering to such 
blandishments, but German influence in 
Japan has been such that she has been 
Taunched into a perilous enterprise from 
which suecess of Great Britain and her allies 
will ensure there will be no profit whatever. 
‘The moderation of Japanese Press comment 
fives some slight ground for hope that even 
now the present Government of Japan will 
reconsider ils position. A battle of reprisals 
ig the last thing the Japanese can possibly 
want. Yet it is cortain that should Japan 
seek to embark upon any stich course, she 
will be effectively answered, ‘There is yet 
time for more moderate counsels to prevail, 
still an opportunity for Japan to" make such 
estures as would assist in improving a very 
grave situation, but it is Japan and Japan 
alone which can do it, and those who would 
hold her back from ‘such an action would 
do well to remember with Virgil that 
Facilis descensus Averno est: . . . sed revocare 
fgradum superasque evadere ad auras, hoe 
‘apne, hie labor est. 





























WHAT PACTS MEAN 
Oct. 


It is 4 symptom of modern international 
morality that the section of the world 
hich attaches the greatest importance to 
pacts or treaties when they are signed is 
precisely. the same section which repudiates 
them without a tremor. A treaty between 
two parties is really a solemn pledge or oath 
to preserve certain conditions or to do certain 
ws. The pledge is not binding for all 
¢, and most treaties contain clauses pro~ 
iding for revision after a fixed period, or 
clauses which enable one or both parties to 
denounce the treaty after having given agreed 
upon notice. ‘There are also conditions under 
hich a treaty may become automatically 
null und void, when one of the parties has 
jolated its provisions. In this case 
‘iolator was in the past condemned at 
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the 
the bar of world opinion; and is still so con 


demned wherever international honour is 
upheld. ‘There has come into existence, 
however, a certain school of statesmen who 
appear to believe that international honour 
is a myth derived from the innate priggish- 
ness of-the human race, and is something to 





be exploited to the disadvantage of those who 
believe in it. Of this schoot the leader is 
Hitler. His principal disciple is Mussolini 
Both have cynically hailed every pact they 
have entered into as a world-shaking event 
as an advance towards a “new order.” 
Yet every pact they have signed has been 
repudiated the moment they felt like it 

The three most advertised pacts in reéent 
years have been the Anti-Komintern Pact 
between Germany, Italy. and Japan; the 
Russo-German paei, which was a clear con- 
tradietion of it; and the triple alliance be- 
tween Germany, Italy, and Japan, which on 
the surface is a reversal of the Russo-German 
pact. In the case of the first and the last 
Of these, Germany has, to use a colloquialism, 
played its partners “for suckers." The 
tories of the Anti-Komintern Pact might have 
‘been said to have been bound by their com- 
‘mon interest to curb the growing power of 
Soviet Russia. To Germany, Russia stood as 
a barrier to Hitler's announced programme 
‘of expansion towards the south-east. To Italy, 
Russia was a rival:for influence in the Balkans. 
To Japan, Russia was an ever-present menace 
from the north. Tt was to the advantage of 
each of these. Powers to combine to ensure 
that the most obvious menace to their plans 
was kept under control. Yet the moment 
it suited him, Hitler signed the Russo-German 
treaty which reduced the Anti-Komintern 
Pact to the importance of a talking point. 
By this new treaty Hitler showed how little 
he cared for his friends in the Anti-Komin- 
tern Pact. He got very little out of it. He 
secured the neutrality of the Soviets in the 
war he was preparing, but at what cost? He 
lost half of Poland—ihe half containing the 
much-coveted oil ficlds—and the Baltic States, 
He handed over to the astute and unscupulous 
dictator of the Kremlin the control of the 
whole of the eastern Baltic Sea, and later, 
Bukovina and Bessarabia, He proved that 
he was prepared to betray Maly and Japan 
for a paltry gain. 

‘The shock to these countries so badly let 
down by Hitler lasted just over a year in 
the case of Japan, and only a few months in 
the case of Italy.” To the detached observer 
it is amazing that either country could have 
been so naive as to believe in Hitler's word 
sufficiently to sign the recent three Power 
alliance. Italy may have had no choice in 
the matter, being herself at war and largely 
dependent’ upon the leviathan which had 
swallowed most of Europe. But that Japan, 
after the first betrayal, was again prepared 
to put trust in such “heads I win, tails you 
lose” statesmen, is even more astonishing. 
In Tokyo, it is admitted, there is a large 
extremist class which is suffering badly from 
“grabbing fever,” and this ailment has doubt- 
less blinded them to the dangers and un- 
reliability of their new alliance, which is 
apparently entirely one sided. What can 
Germany or Italy do to assist Japan in the 
event that country becomes involved in a 
war with, say, the United States? At best 
the two European partners in the Axis can 
only acquiesce in Japan's plans for a “new 
order in East Asia,” and they do that very 
reductantly, since they, too, have had their 
eyes on the rich terriiories coveted by the 
Tokyo extremists. The Japanese can be 
assured that the moment it suits their con- 
venience, Hitler and Mussolini will repudiate 
their responsibilities under this new alliance, 
and Japan will be left “holding the bag.” 

It cannot be too strongly emphasized that 
a treaty or pact means to the Totalitarians a 
commitment only so long as they are getting 
the major benefit out of it. Altruism does 
not exist in the Totalitarian creed. Honour 
is something which is left to the spokesmen 
of the Democracies to prale about—unless it 
is honour borrowed from blood-soaked battle- 
ficlds or cities in ruins. But to the Demo- 
cracies it is something different. It is the 
foundation of civilization. It is the prime 
essential of security—not mere physical 
security and safety of life and limb, but that 
security which enables the world to live at 
peace, and nations to prosper and thrive side 
by side, fo the mutual benefit of all. 






































ST. PAUL’S DAMAGED 
» Oct. 12. 


When some weeks ago it was announced 
that a large, delayed-action. German bomb 
had fallen in the Dean's Yard near St. Paul's 
Cathedral, all Britons, who know and love 
the “parish chureh” of the British Empire, 
‘waited with bated breath to learn what was 
to happen. After some days the news was 
published that by the great bravery of a few 
men the structure had been saved, the bomb 
removed to a safe spot, and there exploded. 
Wren's immortal work had at any rate been 

aved for the time being. ‘There will un- 
doubtedly be sorrow felt at learning that the 
wonderful fabric has received some damage 
by a bomb which struck the cathedral roof 

the extreme eastern end, as a result of 



























ir. some damage in the Jesus 
Chapel behind and particularly to the picture 
of the doubting St. Thomas which is situated 
over the altar there. 

‘To all those who have gone home from 
the East, and, approaching London from the 
south coast, have scen how the splendid dome 
of St. Paul's dominates London's skyline, the 
fate of the cathedral must be a cause of 




















anxiety. ‘The building is much more than 
mere sfone, much more now than even the 





genius of Wren first made it, for added to 
the beauty: of the edifice is an accumulation 
of memories, of associations with much that 
is of importance in the history of the British 
Empire, of the fine and gallant men and 
women who served it during the centuries, 
of all those imperial sons who by their bra~ 
very did so much to establish the empire, 
or by their knowledge of the arts and sefences 
achieved so much to embellish it. Thus while| 
fart has done much to beautify the originally | 
serenely cold interior of Wren’s designing, 
history has wrapped round it an aura of 
tradition as uniquely peculiar to St. Paul's 
as that which surrounds the abbey church at 
‘Westminster. Under the dome lic the re- 
mains of Nelson, between the nave and the’ 
north aisle rises the stately monument to 
Wellington, not far away is the memorial to 
Gordon, while in the northwest corner of the 
cathedral, there is the chapel in white and 
silver, before the altar of which is the recum~ 
bent statue of Kitchener whose remains lie 
encoffined in H.MLS. Hampshire in the Pent- 
land Firth. Those are but to recall a fow 
of the famous names whose memories are 
unshrined in that stately building at the top 
of Tudgate Hill. Beside being a memorial 
to greatness it has been the scene of praise 
and prayer in connection with important 
events in the history of the Empire. Before 
the steps which lead to the western door, 
Queen Victoria knelt in worship upon her 
Diamond Jubilec; beneath the dome King’ 
George Vand his consort gave thanks for 
the twenty-five years of their reign. 

‘The tale is told that when Wren was laying. 
out the ground plan of the cathedral which 
he built after the Great Fire, he wanted a 
piece of stone to mark the exact centre of 
the dome he contemplated raising. A work- 
man brought him a piece of an old tomb- 
stone on which was inscribed Resurgam. 
Today on the pediment of the south door 
there is carved a phoenix with the same 
legend. St. Paul's had risen several times 
since a church was first situated on Ludgate 
Hill, supposedly by King Ethelbert in the 
late sixth century. It is interesting to note 
the marvellous permanence of English in 
stitutions as shown by the fact that the 
manor of Tillingham, in Essex, with which 
the cathedral was then endowed, continues. 
to this day to form part of the fund for the 
sustentation of the fabric of St. Paul's. ‘The 
first St, Paul's was destroyed by fire in 1087. 
It successor finished in 1136, suffered the 
same fate, and the new building which was 
completed by 1283 had the spire destroyed 
by lightning in 1561, while a little more than 
a century Inter the whole structure was 
devoured by the flames which swept London 
following the Great Plague. Phamix-like 
St. Paul's has risen from the ashes on three 
occasions, ‘The great spire which dominated 
Lendon with its 489 feet gave place to the 
dome, Should the fortunes of war be such 
that St. Paul's is again laid low,—and it is 
devoutly to be hoped that this will not prove 
to be the case—the Empire will see that It 
shall rise again holding its cross like a 
benediction high above the eity of which it 
is s0 striking an ornament. 
































ANOTHER GERMAN LIE 
Oct, 12. 


It has been part of the German propaganda 
to endeavour to spread the impression that, 
because of the heavy damage they allege has. 
been done to British industrial and manu- 
facturing sections, Great Britain is unable 
fo maintain her export trade. Even in the 
For East the enemy has sedulously sought 
fo create the same impression, and it is only’ 
quite recently that an enquirer for mining 
machinery was assured, to his complete 
astonishment, that Britain was not only in 
the market with such goods but quite ready’ 
to supply them. ‘The reason why the Ger- 
mans cre active in spreading such lies is 
obvious. In the first case it is part of the 
general campaign to scck to do as much. 
damage as possible to British interests, and, 
in the second, it is a means by which the 
Germans scek’ to impress upon neutrals the 
veracity of their wild claims as to the amount 
th their air force has wrought 
Nothing could be farther from 
the truth than any German elaims that either 
by bombing, or by their so-called blockade, 
which exists in name only—any great deal 
of harm has been done to the British export 
trade. 

Reuters, in a survey which appears in an-| 
other colimn, instances a number of repre- 
sentative cases, where, though bombs have 
done damage, they have not succeeded in 
putting the establishments so harmed out 
‘of commission. Indeed the evidence is that. 
temporary dislocation has resulted, but that. 
in most cases has only lasted a few days. A 
brewery hit by six bombs is still able to 
‘carry on; a textile merchant, though bombed, 
is able to execute 99 per cent. of his orders; 
a Thames-side works, bombed eight times in. 
three weeks, was able two days after the 
last raid to’ get its output back to 70 per 
cent. of normal with the balance being] 
decreased daily. The truth of the matter is} 
that, through Hitler's dallying for a year, 
such co-operation was arranged between 
manufaeturers that they were able to spread| 
their risks, duplicate their machinery, and| 
circumvent destruction in other ways. "Thus! 





























‘ne works within 30 hours of almost com- 
plete destruction was able to transfer its 
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‘export orders to another factory with the 
result that the contracts will be completed 
with a minimum of delay. 

Mr. Ernest Bevin, the dynamic Minister of 
Lohour, who has recently toured factories in 
course of construction and stimulated efforts 
to get more factories going regardless of 
schedule, paints a promising picture, pre- 
dieting the largest turnover of labour that 
has ever occurred. There is plenty of it 
in reserve and no anxiety is to be felt on 
that score. Sir Geoffrey Clarke, President 
of the London Chamber of Commeree, sayin 
that workpeople refused to be harassed by 
enemy bombing, remarked “We not only 
are ready and willing to carry out export 
orders but we are doing it, In one works 
alone we are doing six times as much export 
trade as ever before. Markets formerly sup- 
plied ty Germany are available, and T can 
assure buyers that British industry is fully 
prepared to mect their requirements." 


That is a different picture from that which 
the German export trade represents, Only a 
short while ago Germans were accepting 
orders for execution in September, a couple 
of weeks after the war was supposed to have 
ended in a victory for Hitler. They have 
since been obliged to cover thelr commit- 
ments as best they could, for the war is not 
ended, they have not succeeded in breaking 
the British blockade and their export trade 
has been reduced to a mere shadow of its 
former self, and that with countries fil able 
to find the wherewithal to buy what Germany 
would like to sell. Hitler ig neither able to 
end the war vietoriously, nor resume export 
trading. That is most certainly not the case 
with Great Britain which has consistently 
since the outbreak of the war not only in 
sisted upon the maintenance of her export 
trade but has brought about changes which 
have enabled a greater effort in this respect to 
be made now than ever before. Bombing 
does undoubtedly hinder the smooth working 
of the whole industrial machine, but that it 
has been seriously damaged, or rendered in- 
capable of meeting the needs of Britain's 
customers is a figment of the German im- 
agination, which becomes all the more per= 
fervid as it pereeives that Hitler and his 
satellites have failed to get everything thelr 
own way, as they hoped they would, 











MAYOR FU SIAO-EN 
Oct, 14. 


‘The widespread expressions of horror and 
condolence in connection with the murder of 
Mayor Fu Siao-en on Friday morning serve 
to indicate the very great respect in which he 
‘was generally held throughout all sections 
of Shanghai, for during the period of almost 
two years in which he has held office, there 
cannot be the slightest doubt that he rendered 
valuable services not only to the area which 
he had under his direct control but to the 
International Settlement and_the French 
Concession as well. Mayor Fu was very 
severely criticized when he announced his 
intention of assuming the post of Mayor of 
Greater Shanghai, but as this journal pointed 
out at the time,’ Mr. Fu at no time owed 
loyalty to the Nanking Government under 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, and for years 
had sought refuge in Dairen. In commenting. 
upon his acceptance of the office it was fur= 
ther said : 

It Mr. Fu Sino-en in deciding to, assume 
‘office has done so for the service of his own 
ends he must stand condemned. On the oth 
hhand this journal pointed out ‘some time ago 
that the holding of such oMce in occupied 
territory may bo: actuated by the most praise- 
worthy” of motives. Thore are precedents 
which Justify the contention, and the case of 
the famous M. Max, the’ burgomaster of 
Brussels, during the years of the Germa 
occupation of Belgium, is a striking exampl 
of the kind... It ‘similar motives 
have inspired’ the ‘new Mayor to undertake 
work which will be difieult, and at any rate 
for the time being earn for him the oppro- 
brium of at least a section of the Chinese 
public, he may In the long run be vindicated. 
He alone knows his reasons for taking the 
step he has, but if they are indeed inspired 
by the real desire to be of assistance to his 
‘own race they may prove to be entirely 
good. 

Mr, Fu Siao-en consistently claimed that 
he was animated with the desire to serve his 
‘own people in the singular conditions brought 
about by the Japanese occupation of this 
area, and there cannot be any gainsaying of 
the fact that during his tenure of office he 
‘was able to do much not only for his own 
people, but for all sections of this great city 
of Shanghai. He was not able always to 
move with ‘the speed which the foreign 
authorities would have liked to have seen, 
but no one realized better than Mr. Fu him= 
self the manifold difficulties he had to en- 
counter, and the fact that he was able to 
do so well, to remove many causes of frie~ 
tion, which a man less happily placed would 
have been unable to do, supports the view 
that he was genuinely inspired by a desire to 
be of service to his fellow nationals in the 
predicament in which they found themselves. 
His actions during the past two years clearly 
establish the truth of his original claims. 

It is important that this should be pointed 
‘out in view of the suggestions that the crime 
which led to his untimely death was murder 
committed by an old servant for some reason 


























best known to himself, or that it has a 
political background. Allegations that his 
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murder was a political one are already being’ 
made, though up to the present there is no 
evidence available to prove this to be the 
case, Should, however, this turn out to be 
true’ nothing ‘but the severest condemnation| 
can be meted out to whoever is responsible.| 
During the ‘past three years Shanghai has| 
seen far too much of political assassinations. 
Not only that, it has had proved to it, by’ 
first hand experience, that this course of ‘con 
duet is as hideous in is criminality as it is 
foolish in its utter futility. ‘The war of as~ 
sassination which has been carried on has 
‘brought about no results of permonence what- 
soever. Men of conviction of the probity 
of their intentions and the sacredness of 
their cause,—no matter how misguided they 
may have been,—have sprung ihto the places. 
of those who have fallen as casualties in this 
underground struggle. ‘The only finality 
about it is the oceasional death of an in- 
aividual, 

For the rest, if by their actions men are 
to be judged, Mayor Fu comes out of the two| 
years of his administration more than a little 
creditably. ‘The office he assumed in Octo- 
ber, 1938, was bound to be a difficult one, one 

ich only a man of his courage and fixity 
of purpose could have sustained in the man~ 
ner which he did. At no time was he blind 
to the dangers he ran, but he faced them 
boldly in the belief he’ was serving his fel- 
low nationals, ‘That he expressed on more’ 
than one occasion to this journal, and on the 
fruits of his Inbour must judgment be based. 
It is because only one judgment is possible 
that the expressions of various public men 
have taken the form they have. In Mayor 
Fu's death Shanghai and its environs have 
suffered a sad blow. He truly worked for 
the communities situated therein, and will be 
vemembered for the last two years of his 
life which were devoted to real service, 














THE GROWING CHANGE 
Oct. 14. 

‘The British offensive in the Channel against 
Cherbourg, the endeavours of the German 
press to wean their readers from the idea 
of a short decisive and victorious war to that. 
of a prolonged struggle, and the allegations 
that conditions in the British Isles are far 
worse than those which the Germans are 
themselves undergoing indicate that a change 
is coming over the situation. ‘That opinion 
is corroborated by the statement that the in- 
vasion of Britain is off, and the fact that the 
Axis Powers are showing inereased activity 
in the Balkans,—the trend to the south-cast 
which is the classical resort after failure 
along the Channel. ‘That change has beon 
developing gradually, and was first perceived 
by neutral observers. ‘Thus on September: 
17 in the New York “Post” Vaughan Henry 
cabling from the French-Spanish frontier 
quoted neutral diplomatic representatives 
from Paris and Bordeaux as saying that the 
assurance which permeated the Germans in 
France with regard to their operations against 
Britain have given way {o uneasiness and 
doubt. ‘The stiff resistance of the British, he 
said, has dispelled much of the cockiness of 
the Nazis, growing tenseness and irritability. 
tare evident, especially amongst. the 
‘officers amd’ there is no more talk of 
in Paris, and a flight to London for tea, 


It further evidence were wanted of the 
vowing opinion on the Continent that the 
British ore holding their own it is to be 
found in the writings of the Press in un- 
occupied France. An example appeared in 
“L’Action Frangaiso” quoted by the Vichy 
correspondent of the New York “Herald 
"Tribune" :— 


Despite the terrible experience revealed 
by the new form of war, and although the 
courity born of feclings that the Islands were 
protected by a maritime barrier which could 
hot be crossed, has totally disappeared, 
nevertheless Britain's moral doesn't seem to 
have weakened up to now. As tested metal 
the old British tenacity resists the ordeal. 
‘Nobody can fell whether England will survive 
the ‘ditel to death in whieh she is now 
enpaged but rhe will not collapse like a 
weakened organism. ‘The spring is intact 
sand does not rack. 

About three months ago French newspapers: 

like “L'Action Frangaise” were predicting the 

speedy downfall of Britain before Hitler's 
mics. ‘That was a belief which Hitler con- 
tidently shared with Mussolini, and the re 
cent meeting in the Brenner Pass was clearly 
for the purpose of readjusting schemes in 
view of the failure of the enemy plans. 


























Nothing would be more fatal at the pre- 
sent time than to seek to exaggerate the| 
importance of the change which is coming| 
‘over the scene. Much will yet have to trans- 
pire before its full significance ean be fully 
realized, but it is.a demonstrable fact that| 
the German air offensive against Great Bri- 
tain has clearly failed to get the quick re~ 
sults which its designers expected of it, and 
has driven the enemy to seek new methods 
of carrying on the struggle. ‘The reasons for 
the failure of that offensive are plain for all 
men to see. Hitler made the great mistake 
of turning his attention after Dunkirk to the| 
task of smashing Franeo, which is now clear- 
ly shown to have been in no position to 
threaten the German armies. Had he struck 
straight at Britain he would have found her 
not nearly so well prepared as she has now 
become, and the result is that the much 


vaunted military genius of Hitler has been’ 
found to be not quite so perfect as his blind 
admirers would have everyone believe. 


‘The second great factor is the moral of the’ 
British people themselves. In this connce- 
tion the New York “Times” published the 
following on September 16 : 


In London a few days ago a “Times” cor

It is the moral of the British 
which is bringing about the change which is 
becoming noticeable, which enables them to 
withstand the blows of the enemy and prepare 
to strike back as they have done at Cher- 
bourg, where the British Navy has proved 
that no matter what high falutin’ elaims the 
Germans may make concerning command of 
the Channel, they cannot keep the Navy out 
of it, nor “British airmen out of the skies 
above :

Mh. Yosuke Matsuoka, Japanese Foreign 
Minister, who has not been particularly for 
tunate in his public utterances since the 
signing of the German-Italian-Japanese Al- 
Manee, has added another contradiction to 
those ‘of which he has already been guilty, 
‘nd it becomes increasingly difficult to re- 
coneile any one of his stalements with the 
others. It was only on Wednesday that Mr. 
Matsuoka plaintively remarked that the 
tripartite pact was not directed against 
the United States “but was, I_ should 
say ‘for’ the United States. . : . Such an 
eventuality (the entrance 0 ‘the United 
States into the war) with all the pos- 
sibility of bringing an awful catastrophe 
upon humanity, is enough to mae one shud- 
der if one stops to imagine the consequences. 
In short the pact is a peace pact.” ‘Those 
words are in strileing contrast with passages 
in his speceh delivered before a mass meeting, 
in the Hibiya Park, in Tokyo on Sunday when 
he declared: “I think Germany and Ttaly 
will win the war. However in the event war 
turns unfavourable against them, Japan must 
be prepared to assist them. We must be 
propared to fight together with Germany and 
Italy.”

HITTING BACK

‘The events of the week-end, the bombard- 
ment. of Cherbourg, naval’ activity off 


Boulogne, and the use of no fewer than 800 
bombers ‘aysinst various points in Germany 
fon Saturday night are to be taken as the 
commencement of that increased activity on 
the part of Great Britain which has been pro- 
mised all along as the RAF. gathers its 
strength to pass from the defensive to the 
offensive. The fact that so large a number 
of machines could have been used is clearly 
indicative of the falseness of German claims 
to have wreaked considerable havoc on the 
British air force, for it is not so much a 
question of the number used in any particular 
operation as the numbers held in reserve not 
only for the purpose of further offensive, but 
of defence as well. ‘Thus the extensive raid 
fon Berlin was carried out in addition to the 
routine task of visiting other objectives in 
Germany itself and the invasion centres along 
the Channel coast. It follows that the full 
strength of machines actually in operation on 
Saturday night was in all probability very 
much greater than the figure quoted would 
indicate, 

OMicial sources in London stated that the 
heart of Berlin was set ablaze as the 
result of what appears {0 be the biggest 
raid to which the German capital has up to 
the present been subjected. Scores of tons 
of high explosive and incendiary bombs were 
unloaded over Berlin, and, ‘in the most 
dramatic manner possible, Gocring’s claim 
that Britain would never be able to penetrate 
the air defences of the capital has been 
Proved to have been just as much a lic as 
any of the fabrications which have emanated 
from the more facile imagination of his 
colleague, Gocbbels.

Japanese Shot ii

, Shanghai, Oct. 10. 

The Japanese army officer who Was 
shot and wounded by an unknown 
gunman in the refugee zone in Sie- 
eawel on Monday morning has died, 
according to the “Shun Pao.” ‘The 
‘ofieer wax wounded in the chest and 
stomach and despite medical treat- 
ment he succumbed on Tuesday, It fe 
Hated.

Last Cheap Rice 
Sale Ends 
Shanghal, Oct. 9 


Increasing the serlousness of the 
rice situation in Shanghai, the sixth 
‘cheap sale of the ground Saigon viee 
sponsored by the Shanghai Rice Dis- 
tribution Committee headed by Mr. 
‘Yu Yacching’ was closed yesterday, 
During tho past 20 days, cheap sales 
have been conducted by the majority 
‘of Tice shops in both foreign reas 
‘where thousands of poor people have 
‘been going daily to obtain their quota 
of cheap rice, 

Pathelle seenes have been witness: 
ed near many rice shops during the 
sale period, during which one person 
‘was allowed to buy only $L worth of 
the inferior grain, People went early 
In the moming, although the sales 
started in the afternoon, but even 
then many could not obtain their rice 
Uckets oF buy thelr rice, not being 
able (o fight for better pesitions in 
the crowds which thronged the shops, 
Children were often vietims of mad 
stampedes when erowds of grown

in our opinion be dangerous in the 
highest degree, even if it were prac- 
tieable. We prefer to face criticism 
rather than advise the Council to take

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The Rice Problem: 
A Different Point of View 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonri-Ciuxa Diy News" 


Sin—Atter reading the account of 
your reporter's interview with Mayor 
Fu Siag-en T feo) T must correct some 
of the Mayor's statements. 

‘The Shanghai Rice and Bean Mer- 
chants’ Association is an old establish- 
ced association of grain merchants, and 
1 am surprised that in the Mayor's 
opinion this association "must be 
abolished.” “He suggests that “a new 
kroup of men will be appointed,” so 
Afler all itis not the association which 

it be abolished but new men are 
wanted who “must be responsible to 
oMicials.” According {o the Mayor the 
cause of the trouble is within the 
International Settlement and the 
French Concession. On this point T 
‘entirely disagree with him, 

In Kiangsu, Kiangse and Cheklang 
Provinces (and all around Shanghal), 
rie paddy is harvested towards the 
end of August and beginning of 
September, so we are now just at the 
beginning of the new crop, | This 
year’s crop is reported by the bears 
‘as about 60 per eent, and by bulls 
as about 80 per cent., so it would be 
safe to reckon ona 70 per cent 
normal erop. ‘Normal erop means sut- 
ficient rice for 12. months until the 
new crop is harvested so that on the 
70 per cent, basis there must be ample 
crop for nearly nine months. Can 
Mayor Fu explain why six weeks after 
the appearance of ‘the new crop 
Shanghai Is still without any supplies 
coming in from its natural sources ? 

It ix common knowledge that rice, 
wheat, ‘silk. cocoons, tea and even 
eggs are now subject to “contro!” by 
Japanese and Chinese oMetals, and 
bbesides this control there is a heavy 
chayge for “permits” which evidently 
the Chinese riee trade cannot obtain. 
There is also the high cost of trans: 
portation and the numerous negotia- 
ons necessary at: various control bor- 
viers which native rice is subjeeted to. 
Ht js well known that through. this 
‘control the Army In occupation is ac~ 
eumulating very large supplies and 
reserves of native rice, some of which 
I exported to Japan where, necording. 
to the news item published In your 
valued journal on October 3, there Is 
A serioite shortage of about 8% mll- 
lion ‘kok or about 900,000 tons oF, 
8,000,000 bags!” Ts it not reasonable 
to suppose that without this control 
8 vory large part of this rice would 
In its natura eourse come to Shang- 
hat 

‘On August 13, 1997,—Just before the 
1037 new erop came on to the market 
=there were in Shanghai godowns 
About 100,000 bars of native rice with 
very little, if any, stocks of foreign 
lee. In other words, it Is a matter 
of record that even when there is a 
poor crop in any year during the first 
three or four months there is always 
ample supply. ‘How is it that today 
four to six weeks after the new erop's 
entry there are no supplies here or 
coming in. 

Mayor Fu's criticism of the rice 
dealers and the selling price of for- 
cian rico is entirely evading the ques- 
tion. “Ho at a Chinese oMcial must 
know that there is plenty of rice in 
the interior and It is his duty to ar- 
range with the de facto authorities in 
control, whose policy is stopping these 
supplies, for suleient rice to come to 
Shanghai, At present the only sup- 
plies coming in are by the enterpris- 
ing eyelists but the quantity at the 
maximum is about 10 per cent, of 
Shanghai's daily requirements which 
amount to about 8000 bags, Should 
Mayor Fu succeed in arranging for 
say 6,000 bags of native rice coming 
into Shanghai every day you ean be 
perfeetly sure that. the Yocal prices 
Wil drop $10 10 $20 9 bag from its 
present pealk. 

Task the Mayor what would happen 
to Shanghai were it not for the enter= 
prise and foresight of Chinese rice 
eaters purchasing foreign rice, and 
if they are earning 3 per cont.’ or 4 
er cent. on thelr capital, ¥ consider 
they are not profiteering. ‘The Mayor 
stiggests a profit of 8 per eent. to 10 
per cent, but T ean assure him that 
those who place orders for shipment 
from Saigon and Bangkok earn no- 
thing like this percentage, 

Reyarding the closing remarks of 
your report re “Appointment of some 
Japanese to serve on an Official Rice 
Committee,” 1 presume you know that 
since its inception the SMC. Special 
Food Committee has included a pro- 
minent Japanese who is fully aware of 
the root of the present serious situa- 
{ion but has not been able to get his 
Consular and/or Army oles to re= 
meds: it. 

‘There has been much abuse of 
“rice hoarders and ‘profiteers." and 
‘while there is no doubt That ‘amons, 
the 1,000 or so rice shops in Shanghai 
some have taken advantage of the 
situation, it must be pointed out that 
the dealers, who place orders and, 
through whose initiative Shanghai 

‘has B or 10 weeks supplies in 
» have, with few exceptions, 




















transacted their business very fairly 
In fact, some three months ago, just 
before ihe harvesting of the new erop, 
rice prices in Shanghai dropped about 
$10 per bag and many dealers suf- 
fered tremensious losses. Should com- 
plete freedom in the purchasing and 
transportation of native rice be re- 
sumed the dealers left with foreign 
stocks on ‘hand would be losing ‘mil- 
Hons. If Mayor Fu really feels that 
‘these dealers are the villains his best 
remedy is to punish them by arrang- 
jing for freedom of trade and trans- 
port of native rice. All other pros- 
pects and proposals are alibis.

‘Si—I have just finished reading 
the statement of the policy of the 
Council's Rice Committee, published 
in your paper, the whole. gist of 
which seems to be that nothing 
tangible is being done because one 
of the parties to the original co: 
operation meeting failed to call a 
second one. As an explanation of the 
present Rice situation in Shanghai 
the statement seems to be little more 
than an apology for the local pro- 
AMteers, and an excuse for the failure 
‘of the Couneil to have taken’ any 
effective remedial actio 

‘What the Public need to know in 
order to judge the situation tor 
themselves, Is: 

1. What is the actual cost of rice 
to the importer landed in Shanghai, 
and what are the actual individual 
items which make up the cost ? 

2. What is considered a reasonable 
Profit for the importer and retailers. 
and what profit is now actually, 
being made? 

'3. What is the explanation of the 
frequent rise, almost overnight, of 
many dollars in the cost of retailed 
riee which must have been imported 
some time before? 

4.1, as the Committee appear to 
infer. ‘there is Iitfle profteering in 
riee, how is it that the Chinese: 
Government are so badly. Informed, 
singe they are reported to have, 
legislated ‘against bank loans to rice 
speculators and other commodity 
gamblers? 

5, Since no concrete action appears 
to be imminent, ean the Committee 
‘give any reason why no second meet- 
ing has been called by Mayor Fu 
Sino-en, and in view of the urgency 
Of the ‘situation is there any reason 
why the Committee could not itselt 
convene a second meeting ? 

6. As the Counefl was able to raise 
a considerable loan for other less 
lurgent purposes earlier in the year, 
why cannot they take the initiative 
and import rice and coal directly 
themselves and thus ensure that sup- 
piles reach the consumer at absolute 
minimum prices. When the Couneil 
imported rice a year or so back, they 
not only “alleviated a danger 
situation but were stated to 
made a profit on the transaction: $0 
there should be no diMeulty about a 
Joan for stich purposes. 

In this connection, can anyone 
elucldate the final paragraph of the 
stalement as_published in your est- 
steemed journal. 1 find it somewhat 
mystifying but my American friends 
inform me the Greeks had a word

He was unable to grasp the posi- 
tion from a reading of the statement 
issued by Sir Robert Calder Marshall, 
chairman of the Council's Supplies 
Committee, That statement was per 
feetly clear to all. those who took 
time to read it, Obviously Mant 
aid not give it the attention that i 
deserves. Furthermore if he had read 
the letter by Enpry Rice Bow, 
which appeared in your paper on the 
same day, he would not have asked 
some of the questions he has and 
made the criticisms which are quite 
‘unjustified. 

‘The Chinese people are compelted, 
because Mayor Fu and the. local 
Japanese authorities are unable to 
obtain sumMecient stocks of native rice 
from the areas under their control 
for Shanghai, to feed on imported 
rice. Mayor Fu's business is to get 
native rice for Shanghai, including | 
his own area which today and for 
months past has. T understand, de- 
pended to a large extent on obtain 
Ing stock of foreign rice from the 
foreign settlements. The Mayor has 
been unsuccessful in getting native 
riee tor Shanghai and we have yet 

















to learn that hie municipality hae 


placed any orders for forcign rice 
{o alleviate the situation. There will 
be no rice problem if he can bring 
ample cargoes of native rice 10 

Shanghai. ‘The Shanghai Municipal 
Council and the French Council have 
made appeals to him for that rice 
‘but he has not been able to do any~ 
thing. Instead of taking a back seat, 
and holding his tongue he has very 
unwisely made a very wrong state 
ment attacking the authorities of the 
foreign areas for their inaction. 

It Is the authorities of the foreign 
‘areas who have acted: they have seen 
to it that Shanghai has had rice: they. 
have encouraged the importation of 
stocks of foreign ree. 

‘Of Shanghai's ‘stock of 500,000 zahs 
there is only 20,000 2ahs of native 
rice. Foreign rice must be paid for in 
foreign exchange: hence the high 
prices. 1 have taken the trouble of 
going over to the Mayor's area and 
the prices. asked there are the same 
‘as the foreign Settlements for the 
same grade of rice. It would, there- 
fore, seem that there is a job for 
Mayor Fu to do in his own domain, 

‘The Chinese Government's lenis- 
lation against profiteering, to which 
‘Manton refers, is against native rice. 
Before native rice reaches Shanghai 
all sorts of taxes are demanded and 
the price is already excessive before 
the ‘rice gets to the local market: 
besides there is, as T have said, 
precious tittle native rice being 
allowed to come ‘here 

‘The Shanghai Municipal Council's 
policy has been perfectly correct and 
the community ‘should’ be thankful 
that there are investors who are 
ready to take the many risks involved 
in importing stocks of rice. 

‘The Council has announced ihat 
the ‘local price of imported rice 
should not exceed the replacement 
price based on actual transactions: 
plus a reasonable profit. There can 
be no argument against that and it 
remains for the Shanghai Rice Price 
Fixing Committee (0 take the neces- 
sary steps which, I believe, are being 
taken, 

Let it be repeated, the solution to 
our difficulties is frequent, adequate 
‘and cheap supplies of native rice 
from the arcas surrounding this city 
and from the producing areas of 
‘occupied China,

Some Pertinent Questions 


To the Editor of the

Su—Replying to Ouo Snaxcuar- 
taxpen writing in your paper today. 
T would like to say that T have read 
all the letters which have appeared 
regarding the Rice Problem, but that 
T was most impressed by your column 
headed “Lost Cheap Rice Sale Ends,” 
which was printed immediately ad 
Jacent to the article expounding the 
‘Supplies Committee's apology. The 
deplorable state of affairs, and suf- 
ferings of the most helpless section 
of our community, exposed. therein, 
‘Seem worthy of more concrete action 
than academic discussion as 10 who 
should take the initiative : 

If the Chinese authorities cannot 
or will not supply native rice, then 
surely. it is the responsibility of the 
Council in the interests of peace and 
ood order to make other arrangé- 
ments. Whether or not the Council 
should be an importer in normal 
times fs of no imporianee under pre- 
sent conditions; when one’s house is 
fon fire one does not argue about 
the source of the water with which 
to put it out, nor do the various fire 
brigades _ dispute as to which one 
shall pump first. 

‘A similar policy of complacency 
and inertia on the part of “pluto~ 
cracy” in Great Britain has been 
largely responsible for the position 
in which that country has been 
placed, and the only remedy found 
has been to organize the government 
fon a more demoeratie basis and ob- 
tain leaders who are able to get re 
sults, even though their actions often 
conflict with the precedents establish- 
ed by people who were apparently 
tunable (o adapt themselves to. changed. 
conditions. Shanghai plutoeracy can 
bbe expected to remain  obdurate as 
Jong as possible but eventually. the 
needs of the majority will have to 
receive consideration; and it is to be 
hoped this desirable’ state of affairs 
will eventuate in our time. 

1 am particularly interested to hear 
that the Couneil has announced that 
the price of imported rice should not 
exceed the replacement price based 
fon actiial transactions plus a reason~ 
able profit, T would particularly draw 
attention io the word “should”, If 
the Council were prepared to import 
rice themselves “they could say 
nest 

T have also been told that among 
other things the Couneil have issued 
warnings regarding excessive use of 
motor horns, and forbidden the over- 
| crowding of buses, more especially by 
travellers standing on the top decks, 
which is supposed to be a particularly 
dangerous practice. Anyone who has 
business on our streets can see for 
himself how effectively the Couneil 
‘enforces these rules and warnings. 

There is another point in connec- 
tion with the announeement. T know 











from experience that if a merchant 
‘buys anything at $10, and the replace- 
ment cost becomes $20 the price im- 
mediately jumps up to the $20 basis 
‘on goods previously imported at the 
lower cost; but I have never heard 
‘of goods bought at $20 being sold on 
‘2 replacement cost basis of $10 except 
when there was strong competitive 
selling. Commodity guilds, price car- 
els, etc, ele, are all arranged to 
make sure that it shall be as. far as 
possible the consumer and hot the 
importer who loses, Therefore 1 
should like to ask Op Smaxonar- 
Laxor the direct question, does the 
statement. mean that importers. are 
‘expected to sell at an apparent loss 
if the replacement cost of $20 pur= 
chase drops to $10, or does the state- 
‘ment only work when prices go up, 
and if everything is above board, why 
have accusations so often been made 
that speculators were holding up 
hoarded supplies to keep prices trom 
falling?

‘Manma’ asks “whether or not. the 
Counell should be an importer under 
present conditions," and I presume 
that he ineludes the FMC. In my. 
opinion it is impossible for either of 
the two Councils to bear the whole 
responsibility, and I submit the fol- 
lowing reasons — 

1. Th August 1997, when the Sin 
Japanese incident broke out in Shang: 
hai, the Customs Tariff then, and for 
about a year after, still hada duty 
fon foreign rice amounting to about 
40 per cent. of the value, and it was 
only after the Counell had pointed 
‘out to the local Chinese OMicials the 
seriousness of the situation that the 
Customs were instructed to allow 
some 20,000 tons of riec to come in 
free of duly. This enabled the 
Counell to sell cheap rice, 

2._At that time freight from Saigon 
to Shanghai was plentiful and also 
cheap. Besides exchange was around 
‘about 1/24, and these factors made the 
cost price to the Council about 
CSi7= per bag of 100. kilos. At 
Present ‘with alow exchange, even 
although improved during the last few 
days, No. 1 Saigon would work out 
‘at about C.$85.- per bag, No. 2 Saigon 
C78. and “AN Brokens” about| 
$07, but these are more or less 
nominal prices, as freight is extreme 
ly scarce and furthermore, sellers. in 
Saigon, Bangkok, require “full. cash 
payment on booking of order,” which 
is difcult for the Chinese dealers to 
satisfy. 

3. [For the bulk of the population

‘The tragic death on September 28, 
of Mr, Joseph Robinson Maughan, 
Fatma, in a motor accident in the 
French’ Concession was investigated 
by Mr. C. H. Haines, Coroner, in H. Mf. 
Police Court yesterday when medical 
3nd other evidence was called, ‘The 
prineipel witness heard was the 
‘motorman of the tram which collided 
with a ear driven by the deceased, Mr. 
A. B. Seddon watched the proceedings 
{for Mrs. Maughan. “The inquest was 
adjourned 4il1 tomorrow morning, 

Evidence of identifeation having 
deen furnished cna previous occ: 
sion, the first witness called yesterday 
was’ Mr. G. A. Markoff, an auxiliary 
member of the French police who 
proved certain photos which he tock 
at the scene of the accident. 

‘Medical evidence was given by Dr, 
F. T, Ranson, medical practitioner of 
2 Peking Road, who told the Coroner 
that he was summoned to the Russian 
Hespital on Route Say Zoong on the 
afternoon of September 28, when he 
saw deceased who had been attended 
by two other doctors attached to the 
hhespital and who was suffering from 
8 compound depressed fracture of the 
kull with Iacerations of the brain. 
Ite was also injured on the, right 
elbow region and had sustained in- 
juries to both knees and was deeply 
unconscious. "He succumbed. shortly 
after admission to hospital, within an 
hour after witness had seen him. 

‘After observing that the skull was 
‘stove in,” in simple language, wit 
sess gave it as his opinion that de- 
ceased wos struck by’ the steering 
wheel of the ear, owing to the absence 
tof any elose chest injury. Tle thought 
that death was due to the compound 
depressed fracture of the skull and 
injury to the brat 

Tn reply to the Coroner witness 
added that he had not seen deceased 
professionally for years and conse- 
‘quently was unable to Kive any ine 
ication reyafding the stale of his 
health, 

Mr. E, Kosloff, attached to the 
fratie department of the French 
Police, next gave a brief account of 
his investigations into the ease. After 
proving a plan he had made giving 
the position of the vehicles, he said 
hhe hud examined the tram track and 
the road and neticed traces of fresh 
sand belween the track, for about 
rine metres. After the driver of the 
car had been conveyed to hospital, 
witness saw that the front drive 
Wheel of the car was broken, but did 
hot sce any skid marks. ‘The road 
‘was quite dfy at the time and witness 
algo Saw a little blood on the right 
window of the ear, but nene on the 
Steering wheel. 

Continuing, witness said he ex- 
amined the tramear and found that 
the hand brake was damaged, adding

He was positive that there was no 
‘ether trafle on the road at the time, 
not even a lorry or rickshaw. ‘He

A verdict of death by misadventure 
resulting from compound fracture of 
the skull with injury {o the brain sw 
tained in a collision belween a car 
which deceased was driving and a!

‘The Coroner found 
that the driver of the tramzar was 
fn no way to blame and declared that 
he could put it no higher than that 
it was avery unfortunate accident, 
Mr. A. E. Seddon watehed the pro:

In reaching his verdiet Mr. Maines 
observed that it was clear that de- 
ceased did not realize until too late 
that the tram was bearing down on 
hhim and the speed at which the two 
vehicles were. travelling prevented 
him from averting a collision. This 
‘was bore out by the evidence of the 
tram driver, Mr. Haines pointed out, 
alluding to a statement of the witness 
that deceased could nct possibly get 
‘out of his way when the {wo vehicles 
‘were 60 to 70 fect apart. 

In delivering his verdict Mr. Haines 
said: “It is quite clear that there 
was no fault on the part of the tram 
driver, It is a very unfortunate ac- 
cident and T can put it no higher 
than that. T find that Joseph Robin- 
son Maughan died on September 26, 
‘and that the cause of death was com: 
ound fracture of the skull with in- 
jury to the brain, and. that 
injuries were sustained in a coll 
between a motorcar driven by the 
deceased and tramear F-43 Roule Say 
‘Zocng, Shanghai, on September 28, 1 
further find that death is due to mis 
adventure.” 

‘The Coroner added that he had 
taken the opportunity to visit the 
scene of the accident and satisfied 

welt that normally there was 
ample room for a car to pass a tram 
‘on the single tram track without any 
Jeopardy to trafle om the road. Afler 
stressing the diMlculty of giving an 
absolutely correct version of the ac 
cident he Said in conclusion that it 
‘would be reasonable to suppose that 
Ht was due to a mistaken notion of 
the direction of the tramear, until it 
was too late to recover from the 
























tistake, which he thought was very 
‘unfortunate. 


Br. Seddon interposed by suggest- 
ing that the accident waz due to in- 
slinetive expectation of a driver used 
to driving ‘on the left side of the 
road that the tram would be out of 
his way. ‘That was the gist of the 
verdiet as he understood it, and with 
which he was in enlire concurrence, 
Mr. Haines replied that deceased 
would naturally expect the tram to 
bbe going in the same direction, 

Only ‘two witnesses were called 
yesterday, the first being Chang Sing- 
fong, Chinese constable #44 of the 
French police. He was posted at the 
tramear involved in the accident on 
‘September 28, owing to the incidence 
of the strike of operatives of the 
French Tramway Company. He said 
he was standing on the left of motor 
man 113 as the gate opened to the 
left, and he was there to protect the 
motorman. “The tram was going 
south to north along Reule Say Zoong 
near Route Dupleix when the aceil- 
cent occurred, The ear approached 
from the opposite direction and the 
motorman, observing that it was ot 
Keeping out of his way, applied the 
brakes." Witness waved his hand 
warning the driver of the car to keep 
‘out of the way, the car was about 45 
fect away from him, but the driver 
appeared not to heed his signal, He 
could not recollect if the tram was 
stationary then, The car was on the 
feast side cf the tram track. ‘The 
car, he said, was damiaged in the 
collision and’ its. rear was turned 
slightly westward. After the impact, 
hhe said, he alighted and took the 
‘number of the ear, Soon afler a for- 
eign officer, No. 12, appeared on the 
seene, 

In reply to the Coroner witness 
added that the car was travelling at 
4 fast speed and the tram also, before 
the brakes were applied. 

Probationary Constable Stanislaw 
Okouliteh, No, 12, of the French 
Police attached to the Foch station, 
‘was the last witness called, At 2.58 
Pam, on September 28, he said. he 
was on duty at the intersection of 
Reute Dupleix and Route Say Zoong 
when he heard a erash, He went to 
the scene of the accident and noticed 
that the vehicles involved were car 
bearing licence No. 7720 and tramcar 
F-43._ "In the car he noticed an in- 
jured foreigner slouched on the 
Griver’s seat, with his head slumped 
fo the left.” “He was unconscious.

London, Oct. 9. 

The first raider to penetrate 
the defences of Berlin on Mon- 
day night, in the German capi- 
tal’s heaviest bombardment of 
the war, arrived at about 9 p.m.

ITHIN two hours of the shelling of this area by the Germans, 
the Royal Air Force yesterday retaliated, plastering the 
French coast with bombs which caused the heaviest explosions

morning when the Germans fired 160 
rounds, 

T was told that for the last three 
weeks no Nazi convoy had come 
within the range of British guns.

Evidently it will take more than 
guns, E-boats, mines and planes:

‘Nazi airmen shot out of the skies 
are the only prisoners taken in this 
part of the battle of Britain, An 
officer who has questioned the sur- 
vivors of enemy aircraft between the 
middie of August and the end of 
September says he has noticed that 
the most recent prisoners do not seem 
s0 sure about the outcome of the 
war as the first he saw. 

A sergeant-pilot of a Yellow-Nose

In spite of German threats to treat our 
Home Guard as franes tireurs and shoot them 
down without merey when they land here 
<Awhich they would in any case, whether 
regarding them as soldiers or civilians—the 
eagerness of everyone not cligible for the 
regular services to join the Guard is the 
iveliest proof of what our nation is. Since 
the Home Guard was formed as the Local 
Defence Force it has changed out of all 
semblance to the original rather easual body. 
Is organization has been tightened up, it 
is being provided with proper uniforms, and 
vegimental badges are to be “given to it. 
Some revive associations of centuries past; 
others have some local or personal connec- 
tion; London units afMiated to the Royal 
Fusiliers will wear the red and white rose.

It is a fairly safe rule to disregard the 
stories of conditions in Germany, shortage of 
food, prevalence of rickets, tuberculosis, and 
so forth. But one thing ‘one may believe, 
‘88 it Js based on sound evidence collected by 
men of selence before the war; that is that 
the Nazi system of education is producing a 
herd of young men, physically well, and able 
to spout yards of Nazi catchwords, but devoid 
of the power of thought, not only because 
they have never been taught to think, but 
because they have deliberately been prevented 
from thinking. 

‘And added {o this, Nazism has been hound- 
ing from Germany’ many of the country's 
greatest intellectuals. ‘The “Evening Stan- 
dard” gave the names of some distinguished 
Germans now sheltering in America who will 
never go back to Germany. Beginning with 
Einstein, the list includes such names as 
ex-Chaneellor Bruening, Artur Schnabel, 
Vieki Baum, Bruno Walter, Paul Hindemith 
and Lotte Lehman. ‘There must be many 
more less famous yet together making up 
that great body of learning which was once 
the glory of Germany. What Hitler ha 
aiven the Germans instead, we know to some 
extent. Dean Inge, with’ that mastery of 
Janguage which makes him so delightfu) to 
vend, describes them well as “the dirtiest 
Aghtors, the most shameless liars and the 
most brutal conquerors that the world has 
ever seen.” But we shall probably have to 
wait a generation before the mental vacuity 
‘and degradation to which Nazism is reducing 
Germany is fully appreciated. 


As darkness comes earlier nightly the pro- 
lem of enabling passengers to know: when 
they have reached their station becomes a 
real problem. All names have been removed 
even from ‘stations so much within the 
London area as Queen's Road Battersea, at 
which, by the way, I never yet saw anyone 
get in or out nor indeed any sign of life.

Perhaps for the first 
time, too, with soldiers from all parts of 
England continually passing through London 
and asking us their way, one realizes how 
numerous and how strane to our ears are 
the different dialeots in this little country.

and completed the lower half ‘fist: she com- 
‘menced “webbing” from the outside ring, -pul- 
fing in erose supports as she went along. All of 
which confirms my observations that there 
is nothing regular about. the method, which 
must depend upon atmospheric conditions from 
time to time. So now for Gertrude and Zinnia. 
Gertrude (she of the telephone Wire) sticks to 
‘the wind-blown method: if the winds are too 
strong—as they have been—she does not even 
worry about a proper web: a litte’ house- 
spider-like webbing between the wires will 
keep the wolf from the door. In milder weather 
the main direction of the web changes dally 
with ‘the wind, because it is destroyed daily 
bby large inseéts—not to mention gardeners.

As September draws to a close I always 
get the impression that nature is making on 
final effort to defeat the coming of winter 
many of my apple and pear trees come out 
with crazy “water shots” and begin to blossom 
as if the time of year were spring: all grasses 
row suddenly tall and begin to seed : funguses 
of all kinds and colours spring up from no- 
where, and “fairy rings” begin to form on 
‘even the smallest lawns: this 1s a quite natural 
consequence of the springing of the fungi for 
the true fairy ring is a fungold growth which 
extends in an ever-widening circle as the years 
Foll by; some of these rings become quite fam- 
fous in the Home country and exceed five 
‘hundred feet in width= it appears that the bare 
part of the ring is where the tiny spawn has 
enveloped the grass roots; the green circle 
being the part where the spawn dies and serves 
as manure for the young grass. Small fairy 
rings caused by pools of water are another pro~ 
biem.--but they cannot appear here where 
there are no pools. My litte friend the hedgehog 
hhas been seutlling round again at night and 1 
think that he, like other small hibernating 
animals, is “stoking up” against the coming 
Winter? and that reminds me of another curl- 
fous hedgehog story: in the autumn he is sup- 
posed to roll among the fallen apples and carry 
them home on his spikes for winter food! 
Although Tam living among apples and hedge- 
hhogs T can assure all readers that a quadruped 
ooking like a perambulating toffee-apple stall 
hae never come my Way—Eswv.
